Grain and Cattle Being Taken from 
Russia 


All the troubles of the kaiser and 
his aids are not confined to the Sois- 
sons-Rheims sector as is indicated 
by the reports of food crops in Ger- 
many which are coming this way. 

In middle Germany, and especially 
in Mechlenburg and Pomerania, the 
dry weather has curtailed or destroy- 
ed the vegetable crops, and importa- 
tions of foodstuffs from other parts 
of the empire have -already been 
found necessary. 

To complicate the situation in the 
drought ridden areas, plagues of in- 
sects have attacked the potato crop 
and all but destroyed it. The — cab- 
bage crop has suffered heavily in 
this respect, too. 

In some sections of Germany an 
excellent fruit crop is reported, while 
in other parte_it is mediocre and 
scarcely sufficienfto meet the needs 
of the civilian popufation during the 
summer months, 

In the face of the shortage Ger- 
many is sending soldicrs equipped 
with threshing machines into the 
Russian grain country, harvesting 
the crops and taking what she de- 
sires, usually all, and giving the 
peasants little. In Poland and Lith- 
tania horses and cattle are being 
seized along with timber, with no 
payments made and no receipts given 
for the supplies the Germans “requi- 
sition,” 

The bect sugar crop in Germany is 
about 1,000,000 tons short, although 
a priee“of 32 cents a bushel was al- 
lowed to the farmers as a means of 
stimulating its production, One of 
the causes of failure in production 
was found in the shortage of coal at 
the sugar factories. Many of them 
were unable to obtain coal at all and 
used fodder from the ficlds and other 
similar materials for fuel. 

A report onthe table allotment of 
sugar in Germany which has reach- 
ed this country shows that from six 
to seven ounces a week for each per- 
son is allowed by the government. 
This is almost the same quantity 
that is allowed to the people of the 
United States under the new sugar 
conservation regulations put into ef- 
fect by the food administration, 

The use of sugar in jams, pre- 
serves and other canned fruits has 
been forbidden and all sugar is be- 
ing used only to meet the table needs 
of the German population. , 

Virtually all the vegetables that 
are being grown in Germany are be- 
ing produced by women and girls. 
Men, regardless of their ages, have 
been sent to the munitions plants 
unless previously called on for mili- 
tary service. 

An official of the military system 
occupying a position corresponding 
to local food dictator, is determining 
the proportion of each garden and 
vegetable crop which the producers 
may keep for their own use and the 
part which must be sent into the 
cities for consumption there or can- 
ned for transportation to the front. 

Another of the severe hardships to 
which the German civilian population 
is being subjected is in the shortage 
Inability to obtain caustic 
soda and other ingredients used in 
soap making has virtually ended the 
supply for civilian use.

Postal aerodromes, like railway sta- 
tions, must be near the post offices, 
at least in the initial stages of ihe 
development. 

“Later the problem may be solved 
by tf use of pneumatic tube com- 
munication between the central post- 
offices and the postal acrodromes, In 
delivering letters to distafices of 250 
miles or more, the big types of als 
plane will be used, but for local 
work small machines are likely to 
be much more serviceable, 

“Dropping the mail bags by para- 
chute will be given a good-trial, and 
this, if successful, will be of great 
assistance. Bags may also be picked 
up while flying after the manner in 


express trains,”

For four seasons now the migrat: 
ing birds, accustomed to breed in 
Belgivin and Northern France, have 
returned to find the once peaceful 
country noisy with hideous war, the

Hopefully their cheerful songs still 
ring out over the wastes of war, A 
member of a Canadian Highland 
regiment wrote home: 

“As morning was dawning the col- 
onel led us back to the trench we had 
captured. We began to make our- 
selyes more secure by digging deeper 
and building the parapet in front, As 
morning broke the birds in the woods 
beyond broke into happy song, 

“I stood up in the trench and look- 
ed across to the battlefield of the 
night before. “What a night! The 
bodies of Mighlanders and Germans 
were lying all around, having paid 
the price of war. What a contrast. 
On one side peace and tranquility, on 
the other bloodshed and death!” 

Another soldier wrote: 

“We have a favorite blackbird that 
sits up in a tree above us and ans- 
wers when the men whistle to it, no 
matter how heavy the firing may be 
I was amused to watch two old mag- 
pics the other day. They wanted to 
cross over to the German lines, but 
every time they ‘started to leave a 
row of poplars just below my shelt- 
er there would be a crack from some 
rile and back they would turn and 
perch again to chatter about until 
they had plucked up courage for ah- 
other try. Then the same _ thing 
would happen all over again.” 

And a member of the London hon- 
orable artillery writes: 


“Just by our trenches there is a 
wood, and although it is riddled with 
shot and shell both day and night, 


you would be surprised to know how 
full of life it is. There are two or 
three nightingales that sing most 
beautifully, at least one pheasant, 
one green woodpecker, a tree creeper, 
and of course the usual thrushes and 
blackbirds. Isn’t it strange that they 
should choose a place like that to 
nest?”

Conserving Typewriters 


Shortage. Would Be a Very Serious 
Matter . 


England is suffering from one in- 
convenience of war which we have 
hitherto escaped. That is a shortage 
of typewriters, Here there are ma- 
chines enough, though many of those 
who operate them nay be drawn in- 
to other occupations. There the 
British typewriter manufacturers can 
do no more than supply the govern- 
ment, and importations from America 
and from GePmany are alike cut off, 
if for different reasons. Since the ma- 
chine is largely an American product, 
and a large number of those sold in 
England have been made by Ameri- 
can concerns, on cither side of the 
water, it is clear that the shortage 
must be verv serious. A correspond- 
ent of the New York Tribune says 
that “machines which — ordinarily 
entitled to old age pensions are be- 
fing collected and overhauled, inject- 
ed with a vitalizing scrum and sold 
for more than the price they brought 
in their prime.” The kind of work 
they do and the effect upon their us- 
ers may be left to the imagination, 
Nor is there any prospect of relief 
while the war lasts. 

Should not Americans take warning 
in time and conserve their machines? 
The cnormous bulk of typewritten 
matter that comes from Washington 
suggests a heavy draft upon the 
source of supply. ‘The stoutest keys 
cannot stand hammering forever. Be- 
sides, who can estimate the compara- 
tive wear upon the machine of dif- 
ferent types of copy? Inanimate ob- 
jects often display a quality akin to 
temperament. Ships and locomotives 
are familiar examples, Tht user of a 
typewriter finds no other machine 
quite as responsive as his own.

When you first see General Haig 
--or such is my experience — you 
think what a handsome man he _ is. 
When you next see him you feel what 
a strong man he is, in body 
character, When you have seen him 
often and at close quarters, et pe 
you do not lose the first impression 
you find his master attribute to be 
doggedness, qualified but not camou- 
flaged by the quiet manner of a mod- 
est geritleman, Nevertheless, I speak 
within my knowledge when I say that 
no man in this war has a€cepted crit- 
icism, even from civilians and politi- 
cians, with a more open mind or so 
overcome military prejudices in obe- 
dience to the demand of new events, 
A remarkable example is his rapid 
promotion during the last six months 
of civilian soldiers and his entire, 
whole-hearted acceptance of the war 
correspondent, to whom at oné per- 
iod he was more ychemently opposed 
than any soldier in high command. 

Che history of generalsnip ought 
to be written by a physician, some 
one said in writing of Napoleon’s last 
battle. I suppose no one has borne 
the brunt of war more continuously 
or with less visible loss of youth and 
power than General Haig. Scarcely 
for a moment has his health wilted, 
and he attributes much of his energy 
to the caivalryman’s love of the sad- 
die. Every day at the front except 
when the battle was hot, you could 
see him riding out from headquart- 
ers with a lancer or two in attend- 
ance and all who saw him pass, from 
French civilian to British officer, said 
in effect: “There goes a man who is 
every inch a soldier.” 

Haig, too, is a student as well as a 
leader; and always was. Soon after I 
had enjoyed my first considerable in- 
terview with him, I asked an old and 
famous instructor of the Staff College 
whether, on the whole, the best stu- 
cents while at the staff college has 
afterwards proved the best officers. 
Yo tell the truth, I rather expected, 
and almost wished him to say no. His 
answer was complete. “Much the 
three best students I ever had were 
Haig, Robertson and Rawlinson, in 
that order of merit.” — W. Beach 
Thomas, in Harper’s Magazine for 
June.

Alaskan Animals Double Thetr Num-

There are more than 200,090 rein- 
deer in the Alaskan herds. When the 
ice left Behring Sea this year, the 
first ship of a fleet of cold storage 
vessels started from Nome for Seat- 
tle with a cargo of reindeer mea 
to be sdld in competition with bee 
and other meats, The = average 
weight of the three-year-old deer, 
dressed, is 150 pounds. More than 
10 per cent, of the reindeer in Alaska 
are surplus males. 

The amount of reindeer’ to be 
shipped this year, to be sure, will 
not be sufficient to make an appre- 
ciable dent in the price of other 
meats, but considering that reindeer 
double their number every three 
years, besides leaving 10 per cent. of 
the entire herd for the market, it 
will be seen that these northern ani- 
mals soon will become a factor in 
the economic affairs of the nation,

Old Noyon 


Hun Has Ruined Historical Town 
Ruthlessly 


After having been for months a 
,storm centre in this summer's hurri- 
cane of war, and after many months 
of Hun possession, it is doubtful if 
much that was fine above Noyon re- 
mains unruined or, at any rate, un- 
damaged. And before the war the 
little town, with its population of 
about six thousand, possessed cone 
siderable that was fine, much that 
was ancient and historically most in- 
teresting. For instance, the Hotel de 
Villa—the town hall, as we would 
call it— was a handsome edifice, built 
during the years from 1485 to 1 It 
was commenced’ before Columbus 
crossed the Atlantic, and it was fin- 
ished twelve ycars before Jacques 
Cartier sailed up the St. Lawrence. 


The Cathedral, too, was a beauti- 
ful bullding in the Transition style of 
the twelfth century. It is associated 
withthe memory of a man whose 
preaching and writings have pro- 
toundly influenced the religious con- 
victions of millions of people. 

It was in this old town of Noyon, 
that John Calvin was 
thorn on July 10, 1509, His father 
was procureur- fiscal of the district 
—the solicitor for the revenue des 
partment, a law officer of the crown. 
He was also secretary of the diocesa, 
His three sons were “bred ecclesia/~ 
tics; and the rcformer himself, while 
still only twelve years of age, wae 
appointed to a cchaplaincy in the 
Cathedral church of Noyon,” 

Noyon is in the department of Oise, 
sixty-seven miles northeast of Paris 
by rail. 

It was the Noviodunum of 
Cacsar’s time, and in the Middle 
Ages a residence of two famous 
kings,—-Charlemagne and Hugo Ca- 
pet,

effort to check the spread of influenza; 

Representatives retail merchants 
who met th, board of health, un- 
animously agreed to cooperate with 
the authorities, 

While. figures regarding the death 
rate on Monday were not obtainable, 
it is known that they were very. high, 
Undertakers, when asked for an 
estimate, said they were too much 
rushed with business to stop and 
figure up how many funerals they had 
on hand, 

An appeal for help eame 
Mayor Fisher at midnight, 

“I want again to make it absolutely 
clear that péople are now dying in 
our midst because they are not pro- 
vided with proper care, They are not 
dying because we do not know about 
them, We know where they are, but 
we have nobody to send,

Thus 
prices given below were those in force 
in Massachusetts counties during the 
week beginning October 3rd.

condition, The good prices received 


| for poultry meat more than pay for 


the extra feed, and if there ever was 
a time when birds should be finished, 
it is now 

As a war measure the marketing of 
thin chickens should be prohibited: 
Che most expensive part of the bird 
oO produce, and that which is of the 
east value for foodis theframe. The 
theapest weight for the feed fed is the 
lesh as it is all edible, the necessity 
of putting this flesh on is evident. 

Che most profitable weight at which 
to finish cockerels is when they weigh 
about 4 pounds, but even earlir birds 
nay be fed with profit, as several 
xperiments coudneted at the Experi- 
nental farm this summer go toprove. 


Poultry meat of all kinds bas been ftions, 


a good price. Hens have been selling 
as high as roasters and broilers have 
paid well. Leghorn cockerels at the 
Experimental Farm have been sold at 
about 2 potnds each, and because of 
being specially finished on milk, 
brought good returns and paid well 
for extra feed. Four differeot lots 
marketedin August, 142 birds, wefghed 
280 pounds, they were fed for about 
ten days during which time they 
gained 60 pounds, weighing at the 
end of the feeding period 340 pounds. 
They consumed 180 pounds of mash 
and 24 gallops of btttermilk. The 
mash was composed of 2 parts corn 
meal, 1 part middlings, and 1 part 
buckwheat screenings. 

The cost of feed was 180 pounds at 
4 cents per pound, $7.20 and 24 gal- 
lons of milk at 5 cents per gallon, 
$1.20, making a total of $8.40 for feed 
and milk. Add tothis the value of 


| the birds at the start 280 pounds of 


thin chicken that would bring 35 cents 
per pound, $98.00, and it makes a 
total cost for thin chickens and feed 
of $116.40, 

VheeWeight of finished chicks was 
840 pounds, having gained 60 pounds 
in the 10 days_feeding. The value 
per pound was increased because of 
the quality of the flesh to 50 cents per 
pound making the total value of the 
birds $170 00. 

This meant a revenue of $54.00 for 
the care of 452 birds for less than two 
weeks. It also showed that for every 
pound increase on the birds it took 3 
pounds of mash and 4 pounds of 
milk or an average cost of 14 cents 
per pound of gain.
